Company officers have 
argued that the dividend 
covered two years, as it 
was passeg in 1975. 

Announcing the result 
this. week, directors said 
there had been a slow re- 


covery in demand for de- 
tivatives made from the 
company’s products, 

This compared with 
the depressed level of the 
previous year. 


At the same time, in- 
creased consumer de- 
mand for plastics caught 
many customers without 
sufficient stocks, which 
had to be restored. 

But they warned that 
1977 resulis would reflect 
significantly increased 


costs resulting from high- 
er imported crude oil 
prices. | 
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“These youngsters are 
being grossly and unfair- 
ly treated. Once again the 
western suburbs are get- 
ting the rough end of the 
stick,” Mr. Stirling said. 

“It is particularly con- 
cerning that young fe- 
male - unemployment is 
more than double the 
male rate. 

“Unemployment among 
young women aged 
between 15 and 19 is a 
major element of the 
problem, 

“The Government taiks 
about dole bludgers, but 
the parents of these job- 
less young know their 
children are not dodging 
work. They just can’t 
find jobs. 

“Youth unemployment 
in Victoria has almost 
doubled in the past year. 

“In April, 1976, the 
number of young people 
unemployed, as a_ per- 
centage of all unem- 
ployed, was 22 per cent. 

“It is now 37 per cent. 

“This disastrous 
situation has destroyed 
the morale of thousands 
of youngsters and raised 
the horrifying spectre of 
an entire generation of 
Victorians becoming 
alienated from our 
society, 

“At a crucial time in 
these young people’s 
lives, society has failed 
them.” 

Mr. Stirling said -the 
Government has forced 


young ‘people out of the 
wark force, claiming that 
unemployment was a 
necessary weapon against 
inflation. 

In this way the 
Government wasted more 
skills and working days 
than any of the strikes 
they were always so 
ready to decry. 

“South Australian re- 
search has shown that 
many young unemployed 
have been forced to ‘turn’ 
to petty crime, merely to 
survive,” said Mr, Stir- 
ling. . 

“Since June last year, 
the Hamer Government 
has had the results of the 
South Australian study, 
and details of schemes 
designed to offset the job 
problem, 

“They have done noth- 
ing. 

“In contrast, South’ 
Australia, New — South 
Wales and even Queens- 
land have provided job: 
creating programmes. 

“When the tide of 
petty crime rises, and 
young people turn to ex- 
tremist politics and. re- 
ligious sects in 
desperation, the State 
Government will cry -for 
law and order. 

“The one thing it won’t 
do is give young people a 
chance to achieve dignity 
and self confidence by 
providing them with se- 





cure employment,” Mr. 


Stirling added.

The price of land in Melbourne’s outer 
suburbs has more than trebled almost 
everywhere except in-Altona, according to 
official figures. 


The figures, ffom the Valuer-General’s 
Department, have been taken over a_ six- 
year period. 


- They show that since 1970 the cost of an average 
block has more than trebbled in 25 of the city’s 30 
municipalities. ~ 

> The most expensive land of all was in the shire 
of Whittlesea, which takes in suburbs like Bundoora 
Mill Park, Epping and Thomastown. | 

Whittlesea blocks cost an average of $27,708. 


In 1970 they sold for $7374, The increase is 276 
per cent. 


However, in Altona, land which cost $3589 in 
1970 now costs $7952, an increase of only 122 per 
cent. . 

Altona is the only area in which wage rises in 
the six years have kept up with land price rises. 

Werribee also maintained steadier prices™ than 
most outer areas. The average: prices of blocks in 
Werribee grew by only 140 per cent, from $3,965 to 
$9,506 in the six years,
